Soul winning begins with the feet! To our proud, haughty, 
human minds it would seem proper that soul winning would 
demand the most brilliant minds, the greatest education, and 
the strongest possible backing of wealth and influence. But 

not so! Instead, soul-winning is made a prosaic matter of the 
feet! That is the way of God. He has chosen by the foolish- 
ness of preaching to save men, instead of by the wisdom of 
angels or even the wisdom of this world. He has chosen the 
weak to confound the mighty. So soul winning is very largely 


a matter of consecrated feet.

A little reflection will ane! 


that the same principle is taught 
many times throughout the Bible. 
In the Great Commission the first 
two ‘words are “Go ye.’ Going is 
before teaching, preaching or bap- 
tizing! In Psalm 126:6, where God 
gives a wonderful outline of soul 
winning, we are told that“ He that 
goeth forth and weepeth, bearing 
precious seed, shall doubtless come 
again with rejoicing, bringing: his 
sheaves with him. Again, going is 
before sowng or reaping, or weep- 
ing or rejoicing. God certainly de- 
mands that we put feet in soul 
winning. And when He wanted to 
make soul winners out of some 
fishermen, He said, “Follow me and 
I will make you fishers of men.” 
Following comes béfore fishing, 
just as going comes before sowing. 
Walking comes before talking in 
God’s plan. 


In the fourteenth chapter of 


Luke, the work of a soul winner 
is clearly pictured. A man made 
a great supper and bade many. 
Now notice the activities of the 
servant (the model soul winner), 
and his lora’s commands to him. 
“And he sent his servant at supper 
time to say...’ You see “going” 
comes before “saying.” Again, “So 
that servant came, and showed his 
lord these things.” Soul winning is 
not all glory. A lot of it is coming 
back for further orders, when our 
message does not bring results, 
Notice again, ‘‘Then the master

We are truly living in perilous 
times, wars and rumors of wars, 
nation against nation, kingdom 
against kingdom, men’s hearts fail- 
ing them for fear, famines, pesti- 
lences and how nations witnessing 
bloodshed on every side, mass exe- 
cutions, bomb destructions on ev- 
ery side and because of such con- 
ditions as these — why doesn’t 
God do something? If God is a 
just God, a. God of love, why 
doesn’t He do something about it? 
Surely God would not permit all 
this horror and world-wide unrest 
and bloodshed to continue. Where 
is the God of judgment? Is God 
alive or are His ears stopped? Is 
He taking no heed of the cries of 
millions of homeless widows and 
orphans and those starving?

Then we find that the servant 
after going out into the streets and 
lanes of the city (What a lot of 
walking it takes to win souls!) 
came back and reported that there 
was yet room. Notice the command,

+) vant, GO out into the highways 
” and hedges, and compel them to 
come in, that my house may be 
filled.” The. same servant who had 
gone from house to house for the 
guests first invited, and who then 
searched all the streets and lanes 
of the city for the poor, the 
maimed, the halt, and the blind, 
then at last set out for the high- 
Ways in the country, and up and 
down the hedges to compel the peo- 
ple to come in! dAnd _ be- 
tween times he returned again and 
again to report to his boss. That 
Servant’s main business was not 
inviting but going. Going took 
more time than anything else. Get- 
.ting out the gospel ts largely a 
matter of foot work. And remem- 
ber that one command was “go 
quickly.” I am sure that that ser- 
vant was valued by his master, 
not for his eloquent speech, nor for 
his tender pleading, but-most of 
all for faithful going! 

And so all Christians are com- 
manded to have “your feet shod 
with the preparation of the gos- 
pel of peace!” 


Beautiful Feet 


The feet of a soul winner are 
beautiful in God’s. sight. So the 
‘Spirit of God tells us in Isaiah 52: 
7 * 


“How beautiful upon the’: moun- 
tains are the feet of him that 
bringeth good tidings, that pub- 
lisheth peace; that bringeth good 
tidings of good, that  publisheth 
Salvation; that saith unto Zion, thy 
God reigneth!” 

Again, Nahum 1:15 is a similar 
passages, praising the feet of those 
who carry the gospel message. 

“Behold upon the mountains the 
feet of him that bringeth good 
tidings, that publisheth peace!”’ 

In Romans 10:15 we have the 
same message: 

“And how shalt they preach, ex- 

cept they be sent? as itis. writ- 
ten, How beautiful are the feet of 
them that preach the gospel of 
peace, and bring glad tidings of 
good things!” 
) — How can one preach, except he 
_ first goes? Of what use is a mouth 
‘with a sweet message, unless the 
féet carry it? How beautiful are 
the feet of the soul winner! 


dear Saviour Himself washed the 
feet of the disciples. He meant .-it 
as a lesson in humility, and yet 
someway He made the feet of a 
preacher grand and . beautiful 


» trudged over the _ then- known 
| world, carrying the gospel. 
, Every preacher, every mission- 
ary, every soul winner ought to 
read carefully the story of Paul’s 
missionary journeys with this in 
mind, that Paul spent more time 
walking than he did preaching, and 
‘his feet got more exercise than his| 
mouth! Paul not only preached 
- publicly, but also “from house to 
' house” (Acts 20:20). 

I was profoundly impressed one 
- day in reading Acts 20:13, 14: 
a » “And we went before to ship, 
“and sailed unto Assos, there in- 
’ tending to take in Paul: for so had 
. he appointed, minding himself to 
go afoot. And when he met with 
a us at Assos, we took him in, and 
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FEET 


came to Mitylene.” 


Paul was minded to go “afoot” 
from Troas to Assos, a distance, 
1 suppose, of eighteen or twenty 
miles, I think it likely that on the 
crowded ship he would have no 
quiet place in which to meditate 
and pray, no time to seek the will 
and power of God. So he provided 
that his lesser companions should 


have the comfort of the ship while, 


he waiked. And to make it more 
interesting yet, remember that in 
the same chapter the preceding 
verses tell how-the night before he 
had preached until midnight, then 


| brought back to life the young man 


who fell out of the third-story win- 
dow, ate a midnight lunch and 
talked on till daylight! Following 
that, then, Paul felt the need to 
walk a day-long journey to the 
next preaching place! Beautiful 
feet of Paul! They were soul-win- 
ner’s feet. No wonder that Paul 
could write and say of himself, ‘‘In 
labours: more abundant.” The 
would-be soul winner often misses 
the point, so clearly taught ‘in the 
Bible, that there is a severe price 
in toil, if you want to be a soul 
winner. — 


I can easily get a preacher will- 
jing to fill a pulpit and preach a 
sermon, but it is a difficult thing 
to get somebody to do house-to- 
house visitation. Harder still it is 
to get Christians to take tracts and 
walk block after block giving out 
the message of life, or spreading 
revival circulars. and handbills. 
Christians do not realize that walk- 
ing is the first part of soul win- 
ning. Pearls are found in oysters 
in the bottom of the sea, diamonds 
are found in the dirt far below the 
surface of the ground in Africa, 
and the soul winner’s joy is found 
in the midst of drudgery and toil. 
Precious souls are not won without 
going after them, and it takes con- 
secrated feet to be a soul winner! 
Oh, may Christians who read this 


| develop feet that are beautiful in 


the sight of God, feet ever which 
new converts in glory will rejoice, 
and say, “How beautiful are the 
feet of them that preach the gos- 
pel of peace, and bring glad tid- 
ings of good things!’”’-Have your 
feet been shod with the preparation 
of the gospel of peace ? 


My I urge every ene who longs 
to win souls to set himself to pay 
a price, You envy the soul-winner’s 
joy and well you may, but it ‘costs 
far more than you know! Do not 
think lightly of his work. Perhaps 
you see only thé platform work, 
the public speech, and you do not 


know the enormous amount of 


drudgery and going, the foot work 
that is necessary for anybody to 
be a soul winner for Christ. 


"Shod With the Preparation —' 


There are too many barefooted 
Christians. There. are too many 
would-be soul winners who are not 
shod with the preparation of the 
gospel of peace. Once “Uncle Will- 
iam Mullins” said about a certain 
problem that he faced, ‘‘Now this 
is going to be a battle of wits!” 
His wife, Mamie, replied, “That is 
just like you, William, entering in- 
to a'battle half-armed.” There are 
too many Christians entering into 
the . battle with the devil, half- 


‘armed. The lesson here is that if 


you want to win souls then get 
Lready. 

I well remember about my dear 
father who is now in Heaven, that 
the first garments he put on each 
morning were his socks. He didn’t 
want his feet to get cold. And so 
one of the first things for a Chris- 
tian to do every day is to prepare 
his mind and heart for soul win- 
ning, Put the shoes of the gospel 
on your feet before you start out 
for the day! 


First of all, I think this means 
that you need a new dedication to 
soul winning every day. The. little 
song we sang in Sunday school a 
long time ago is good for every 
Christian: 


“T washed my hands: this morning 
So very clean and white, 
And held them up to Jesus, 

To work for Him till night. - 
Little feet be 

Where you take me to; 
Anything for Jesus, 

Only let me do.” 

Your body is the tesibh of the 


God, and you are commanded to| 
glorify God in your body. Then 


let God have your feet! Dedicate |; 


them to Him each day to carry the 


gospel... A fire hose with a high 
pressure nozzle may shoot a stream 
of water hundreds of feet high and 
that may do for putting out fires, 
but it will not do for carrying wa- 
ter to the sick and dying. That 
you must carry by hand, and per- 
haps hold the cup while they sip. 
My. dear friend, you cannot shoot 
the gospel to China from the home 


base; somebody must carry it 
there. 
‘ It is well enough to enclose 


tracts in letters. Every way to get 
out the gospel is good, but some 
people will never be reached with- 
out the clasp of a warm hand, and 
the earnest, searching gaze and 
the quiet word, and sometimes the 
tear of one whose trudging feet 
have carried the gospel in person. 


better by retail than by wholesale. 
I believe in mass evangelism, but 
do not misunderstand mass evan- 
gelism. The great revivals are 
made up principally on the human 


side of thousands of details, 
steps taken, planning, invit- 
ing, advertising, sweating, cry- 


ing and praying; and then the pub- 
lic preaching and singing often get 
all the credit! 

So if you want to win souls, put 
your shoes on your feet every day. 
That means to store your mind and 
heart with Bible verses that you 

can take to those whom you seek 
to win. That means to plan your 
work. Depend upon the Holy Spirit 
to direct where you should: go, who 
you should see, and what you should 
say. Watch for. the “breaks” in the 
game. Many a football game s 
been decided because an alert play- 
er blocked a punt, or fell on the 
ball, or snatched a pass not intend- 
ed for him. I have known preach- 
ers who were unprepared when 
suddenly called upon to preach, and 
I have always thought it was 
shocking and wicked that any 
preacher should not have bait on 
his hook and his gun loaded all the 


time. The Christian’s mind should: 


be so set on soul winning, and his 
heart so prepared for soul winning, 
and his will so surrendered to the 
Spirit’s leadership, that he can win 
souls at every opportunity. 


Will you permit a bit of personal 
testimony? Sometime-.ago I was 
called to a funeral of an old man 
that I did not know, yet one who 
had plainly told his loved ones he 
was ready to go to meet Christ, 
his Saviour. IT had never seen the 
man who died, I did not know one 
of his relatives or friends. who were 


present at the funeral. I did not) 


know a single pallbearer, except 
one that I took with me, yet my 
heart was greatly moved and I felt 
led to preach on John 3:16. I 
thought that surely these dear 


unsaved, would be comforted by 
the thought that comforts my own 
heart, that God so loved them as 
to give His Son. At that funeral 
I preached a gospel sermon, almost 
as I would preach it in a revival 
campaign. I asked those who need- 
ed Christ to hold up their hands 
for prayer and most of those pres- 
ent did. I asked, those who would 
take Christ as Saviour to claim 
Him openly, and tearfully a num- 
ber of them did. When I returned 
from the cemetery (where I had 
the joy of. winning two others), 
I thought back to the early morn- 
ing when in my private devotions 
I had asked the dear Lord to help 
me win ‘somebody that day, and 


tried to set my heart on soul win-, 


ning. Through the mercy and help 
of God I had in a small measure 
shod my feet with the preparation 
of the gospel of peace. 

Again, very humbly, permit me 
to give’ another illustration. One 
Saturday night I was called out 
of bed at 11:30 to marry a couple. 
I was very tired. I had risen at 5:- 
30 inthe mrrning and at 6:00 I 
had gone to work on the open air 
lot ,preparing for the revival, dig- 
ging holes for the light poles, cut- 
ting weeds, moving benches, set- 


ting ‘light poles, and helping” to | 


build the giant screen for gospel 
pictures. It had been a busy, heavy 
day, and yet somehow my heart 
was moved to hunger Over sinners 
and to pray for. them.

Oh, my dear Christian, take time 
to- get ready every day for soul 
winning! Study your Bible, ask 
God to cleanse your heart, seek 
divine wisdom in your plans. Se- 
cure the right tracts to give out, 
ask the Holy Spirit to give you 
the right words to say. 

Philip, the evangelist, the eighth 
chapter of Acts tells us, walked all 
the way from Samaria down to the 
road that leads from Jerusalem te 
Gaza,-which is desert. It must have 
been a long, tiresome journey, par- 
ticularly for a great evangelist 
who «as called away from the 
thrill of a marvelous revival.

The messenger 
of a king may carry @ package or 
a letter whose seal he dare not 
break, but it is not so with God’s 
messengers. The soul winner must 
know. the gospel that he is to take 
to the sinner. He must be able to 


say, “I have tried it myself.” If 


you seek sinners, ,you must be 
Saved yourself; and the sweet gos- 
pel that won you muat be fresh 
in~-your heart.

butterflies, making no contribution 
to the spiritual or the social good 
of man, will be there, their gor- 
geous finery the mark of ‘their 
worthlessness. The demagogue with 
his great swelling words, his 
prophecies of windy woe and -his 
misty promises will be there. The 
local aristocracy will be there — 
attending prayer meeting for the 
first time. 


These people have made this 
world their god; the spirit of this 
world has motivated them; the sel- 
fish spirit of man has been the 
moulder of -their policies rather 


than the unselfish spirit of the 


Christ. Their philosophy has been: 
‘every man for himself and the 
devil takes the hindmost.’ It looks 
as if Satan will take them all. This 
scene is a fitting climax to the ca- 
reers of these people who have 
made this world what it is. 


Prayer meetings are about the 
smallest meetings that are held 
now. The majority of the members 
of any church do not attend with 
any regularity.

ll. The Prayer of Fear and Despair 


But these people are not there 
in the noble dignity of worship, 
but in the cheap, mean religion of 
human crisis. To pray to God in 


‘the spirit of worship is a great 
privilege. It is _a great. privilege} 


to have audience with Deity. It is 
a privilege to bow humbly in the 
presence of the Maker of Heaven 
and Earth, to get alone with the 
Creator of all Life. But there is 
no spirittality in this prayer meet- 
ing, There will be no worship in 
these prayers, nothing but fear — 
stark naked fear. The conquerors 
of the world, the iron masters of 
the nations, the manipulators of 
the masses and the wizards of fi- 
nance are there, but the justice of 
God has overtaken them, 


When these people were in their 
worldly power, they were always 
flying away from God; they did 
not want to have anything to do 
with Him; they thought they could 
get on very well without Him; they 
were worshippers of money, wor- 
shippers of power, worshippers of 
scholarship {their scholarship), 
worshippers of nothing but them- 
selves — anything ,but God. Now 
they are primitive men and wom- 
en, stripped of their worldly dig- 
nity and worldly goods, and they 
cower in fear in the presence of 
cosmic disasters at hand. Man pray 
in earthquakes, but they are gen- 
erally mean prayers. Men pray in 
train wrecks and airplane crashes, 
but they are mean prayers of fear. 
Great revivals seldom come from 
prayers born of physical fear. 
Many hard-hearted men pray in 
time of fear, but they seldom be- 
come evangels of God afterwards. 
Prayers such as these do not re- 
generate the soul, for they are not 
born of the convicting Spirit but 
of physical fear. 

These prayers are prayers of 
craven fear, These p¢ople are wit- 
nessing great earthquakes. They 
see the sun turning black and the 
moon turning bloody. They see the 
heavens filled. with falling stars. 
They see the heavens rolled back 
as a scroll. They see the mountains 
and the islands being moved out 
of their places. The very world 
they loved, the world they had giv- 
en themselves to, the world-system 
they have sold their souls to, is 
in the throes of a mighty cosmic 
convulsion. No wonder they pray, 
but they are cheap prayers” born 
of fear and not of repentance, 
prayers born of physical fear in 
the presence of danger, prayers 


that are essentially selfish rather} 


than essentially godly. God answers 
godly prayers in any circumstan- 
ces, He answers prayers born of 
the convicting Spirit of God, He 
does not answer prayers that are 
simply the extension of the essen- 
tial selfishness of the individual. 
This is not an inspiring picture, 
for mean men are praying mean 
prayers, the last desperate fling 
of selfish men and women. 


lil. Prayers to Nature 


One of the strange things about 
this prayer meeting is that God.is 
not mentioned directly. This is en- 
tirely fitting, for the political and 
financial rulers of this world are 
not noted for their dependence up- 
on God, so why should they call 
upon-Him then? Nevertheless they 
pray. When prayer would have 
availed, they were not interested; 
but now that it is futile they go 
at it with a- will. These are not 


Notice their prayers: “Fall on 
us, and hide us from the face of 
Him that sitteth on the throne, and 
from the wrath of the Lamb: for 


tian prayer is 
their only hope is to somehow hide 
from the face of the Lamb that, 
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have persuaded themselves that 
God’s love is so great as to destroy 
His justice. But the Scriptures set 
forth. no such idea. But the: doom 
of the moral-rebel is not written 
in the Scriptures, Word of.God as 
they are, but in the very nature 
of the holy and just God. There is 
a day of mercy and we live in it, 
let us not despise it. There is a 
day of wrath, and we are ap- 
proaching it. 

They cry to “the mountains and 
rocks,” a petition of desperation,— 
materialists to ‘the end. They pray 
to the god they -have served — 
the material forces of life. But 
what can ‘the mountains and rocks 
do forthem? Can they hear them ? 
Have they hearts to feel? They are 
insensitive, immovable unbending. 
But if they could answer these des- 
perate prayers, they would have 
no power to crush the soul. God 
alone can destroy the soul. But 
nevertheless these men and wom- 
en long for annihilation. Men who 
would have given anything to avoid 
death now ask for it and more. Ex- 
istence has become intolerable, a 
curse that can no longer be borne. 

They say in fear, “Hide us.” The 
kings of the earth, the great and 
the pretended great, the aristo- 
cracy of the aristocracy, men and 
women of pride, men and women 
of stubbornness, arrogant men, 
strong men begging pitifully for 
extinction. Here is the pride of man 
groveling in the dust. What a ter- 
rible sight, strong men pitifully 
supplicating the silent, unpitying 
mountains for refuge from the 
wrath of Deity. Arrogant human 
nature, will yet make terms with 
God’s justice and on God’s 
terms. He is the final sovereign. 

They want to hide from “the 
face of Him that sitteth on the 
throne.” Here are men preferring 
annihilation to the sight of that 
face, What is the matter with that 
face? Itis the human face, Divine, 
the serenist, the loveliest, kindest 
face ever seen on earth or in Heav- 
en. To see the face of our Re- 
deemer is the; greatest privilege 
desired by His saints, the theme of 
countless hymns, the hope of mil- 
lions of Christian hearts. But these 
people do not want to see that face. 
They dread it. Once that face was 
radiant with mercy. They might 
have been forgiven but they were 
indifferent or contemptous. Now 
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they cannot bear the sight of that 
face whose love and mercy they 
had refused. And since conscience 
makes cowards of us all, they want’ 
to hide from it. It is a terrible’ 
hour inthe history of the human 
race when men look into the face 
of justice with terror. What a com- 
mentary on our world order! What 
a revelation of the essential qual- 
ity of our world system! 


_ They are afraid of the “wrath of 
the Lamb.” “The ‘wrath of the 
Lamb’’ — how strange and unna- 
tural this picture. Who ever saw 
a lamb in a rage? The wrath of a 
tiger or the wrath of a lion is nat- 
ural. But the lamb is essentially 
meek, tender, yielding. Of all 
creatures, this is the last creature 
that could be excited to wrath. But 
the more difficulty you have in ex- 
citing wrath, the more terrible it 
is when it appears. When the Lamb 
is in wrath, it indicates terrible 
provocation. 


This is not a picture of the judg- 
ment of thé nations, or the judg- 
ment of the dead, but a picture of 
the fate of a God-rejecting world- 
order. This is a picture of human 
self - sufficiency being broken by 
the Divine Sovereignty. It is the 
divine testimony that no world 
order can endure which must 
flee from God in the hour of jus- 
tice. Man wants peace, he wants 
security, he wants the “four free- 
doms,”’ but so long as he doesn’t 
want God, so long as he provokes 
the Lamb to wrath, he can only be 
saved from the destruction of the 
world-order by the coming King, 
who, proclaimed King of kings and 
Lord of lords, brings forth the new 
order, the only new order that will 
endure, for it alone will acknow- 
edge the sovereignty of our divine 
Lord, 

Today is the day of mercy. Now 
is the day of the “whosoever will 
may come.” This is the day of 
grace. This is.the day when saving 
faith” in our Lord Jesus Christ 
brings us into a filial relationship 
with our God. This is the day in 
which men can believe in their 
heart and confess with their lips 
that Jesus is Lord and be saved. 
That day will end. The day of His 
wrath will be upon us and who 
Shall be able to stand?

lll. Giving God $econd Best 


And the third indictment and oh, 
how these things come right over 
into the days in which we are now 
living! Back there two thousand 
years ago the Israelites presented 
blemished offering for temple wor- 
ship. Let me read it to you in Mal- 
achi 1:7, “Ye offer polluted bread 
upon mine altar; and ye Say, 
Wherein have we polluted thee? 
In that ye say, The table of the 
Lord is contemptible.” Now notice 
the..8th verse, “‘And if ye offer the 
blind for sacrifice, is it not evil? 
and if ye offer the lame and sick, 
is it not evil? offer it now unto 
thy governor; will he be pleased 
with thee, or accept thy person? 
saith the Lord of hosts.” Now the 
13th verse, ‘‘Ye said also, Behold, 
what a weariness is it! and ye have 
snuffed at it, said the Lord ofhosts; 
and ye brought that which was 
torn, and the lame, and the sick; 
thus ye brought an offering: ‘should 


You know that word “torn” just 
brings. a thing to my mind. Oh, 
the thing that burns me up. is 
that churches have remnant sales, 
cast-off clothing sales for the 
Lord’s work, torn clothing, “and we 
have that today. “Thus ye brought 
an’ offering: should I accept this 
of your hand? saith the Lord.” 
And then notice the 14th verse, 
“But cursed be the deceiver, which 


eth, and sacrificeth unto the Lord 
a corrupt: thing: for I am a great 
King, saith the Lord-of hosts.”

IV.. Failing to Preach the Word 


And..then the fourth indictment 
God had against Israel and has 
against the church and the people 
as a whole today is found in chap- 
ter 2, verse 1 through 8. I won't 
have ‘time to read all of them but 
simply give you these, “And now, 
O ye priests, this commandment 
is for you.” Now the 8th verse, 
‘But ye are departed out of the 
way; ye have caused many to 
stumble at the law; ye have cor- 
rupted the covenant of Levi, saith 
the Lord of hosts.” And I want 
to stop right here and say I trem- 
ble for the man who stands be- 
hind God’s sacred desk in the place 
called church and fails to deliver 
the unadulterated Word of God but 
gives philosophy and_e scientific 
readings and reasonings and shows 
and things of that sort. God help 
u! We need men who will stand 
true to the Word of God and 
preach it without fear or favor. 
The leaders, by evil examples, have 
become stumblingblocks instead of 
spiritual leaders. We need to be 
clean-cut, out-and-out for the Lord 
Jesus and showing by our works 
and by our life, that we really love 


‘God and to present the Word of 


God in no uncertain tone. Oh yes, 
how about it, fellow pastor? Are 
you preaching the Word, are you 
preaching men and women should 
be reconciled te-Goed in Christ Je- 
sus? God help you. May you be- 
come really converted and preach 
the Word and be an example to 
those in the faith and-not become 
a stumblingblock in your commun- 
ity. 
V¥. Honouring Sinners 


And then the fifth indictment 
is this; (you may not catch it on 
the first. reading) by honouring sin- 
ners. Here it is. I read it to you 
just a moment .ago; “Ye have 
wearied the Lord with your words. 
Yet ye say, Wherein have we wear- 
ied him? When ye.say, Every one 
that doeth evil is good in the sight 
of the Lord.” And I have heard as 
I have traveled over the country, 
certain churches putting men of 
the world in prominent places, un- 
regenerated men. Why? Because 
they are bankers or-because they 
are some leaders in their commun- 
ity and people think by getting 
those leaders into the church they 
will give the church some. atmos- 
phere. Yes, some atmosphere is 
right! Oh listen, if I could only 
get hold of some of those churches 
and just tell them that God says, 
“Ye must be born again,” and 
“What communion hath light with 
darkness?,” I'll tell.you now, we 
would have a back door revival 
in some churches, ‘‘Come out from 
among them, and be ye separate, 
and touch'‘not the unclean thing,” 
God says, (II Cor. 6:17) Sure, 
some atmosphere! You can tell it 
a mile off when you come near 
some churches. 


All right. I wish I had more 
time along that line. Now the 15th 
verse of the third chapter, ‘And 
now we call the proud happy; yea, 
they that work wickedness are set 
up; yea, they that tempt God are 
even delivered.”’ You see those that 
are wicked are set up in places of 
prominence. | 


VI. Robbing God of Tithes and 
Offerings 


Now another indictment against 
Israel and an indictment against 
the church and the people as a 
whole today is found in chapter 3, 
verse 8, and following “Will a man 
rob God? ? Yet ye have robbed me. 
But ye say, Wherein have we 
robbed thee? In tithes and offer- 
ings. Ye are cursed with a curse: 
for ye have rovbed me, even this 
whole nation. Bring ye all the 
tithes into the storehouse, that 
there may be meat in mine house, 
and prove me now herewith, saith 
th Lord of hosts, if I will not open 
you the windows. of heaven, and 
pour you out a blessing, that there 
shall not be room enough to re- 
‘ceive it. And I will rebuke the de- 
Ma ge for your agnor ee he shall 

lestroy the f of your 
; neither’ shall your vine 
cast her fruit before the time in 
saith the Lord of hosts.”

stop right here and say one-tenth 


‘of your income regardless, belongs 
to God. You are not to touch that. 
You are a steward of that which 
is entrusted to you and if you are 
taking that one-tenth and using 
it, you are robbing God. But the 
moment you turn that tenth, that 
tithe over to God, watch God bless 
you. And then for a little teach- 
ing to those in Christ Jesus. You 
do not give an offering until aft- 
er you have given the tenth, Please 
remember that, that an offering to 
the Lord does not come into a fact 
until after a tenth is given. And 
then God’s Word speaks of a love- 
offering. After giving a tenth and 
an offering, then a’ love-offering. 
Oh say, what would happen to our 
missionaries and to our missions 
and churches if the people that 
really love God would give a love- 
offering. And I want to tell you 
something; when these wars stop, 
I believe with all my heart there 
will be the greatest opportunity 
for missionaries and evangelistic 
work that the world has seen. Let’s 
get ready people, young men and 
women for a great mission field 
and evangelistic field 4nd give your 
tithes, offerings and love-offerings. 
Be ready for that time to come. 


VIL. ‘Giving Honor to Evil 


Here is another indictment. Oh, 
I wish I had*time to go into these 
in detail. In the 14th verse,. puri- 
fying impity dnd having honour 
for that which is evil. “Abhor that 
which js evil, God’s” Word says 
and then by tragic, urnderhanded 
dealings with the brethren, deceit- 
fully dealing with those of the 
faith. I don’t know of anything 
that is more dishonouring to God 
than fer a member of the body of 
Christ to deal deceitfully with 
those, of the household of faith. 


Vill. Christians Marrying Unbe- 


lievers 

And then another indictment is 
for inter-marriage with the hea- 
then, And let me tell you some- 
thing. The month of June is already 
here. It is a great month. Couples 
are being married. Listen to me, 
Christian girl or Christian boy, 
don’t marry an unbeliever. “Be not 
unequally yoked together with un- 
believers; for what fellowship hath 
righteousness with * unrighteous- 


ness? and what communion hath 


light with darkness?.” If that girl 
or. boy you are to marry is an un- 
believer, first of all I would see 
that he or she is converted and 
if not, I would ask God to break 
it up and honour Him by marrying 
someone of like faith. 


IX," Breaking Marriage Vows 


All right. In the second chapter 
of Malachi God brings an indict- 
ment for divorce. Did you ever see 
it when there are so many divor- 
ces? You read in the paper now 
of her ‘marrying her fifth husband.’ 
God have mercy on America in 
face of that. The marriage rela- 
tion is sacred and you are martied 
to that person until death do you 
part. 

All right. God brings another in- 
dictment on sorcery and impurity 


and oppression. These people of Is-; 


rael were dealing with unseen 
spirits and spiritual wickedness in 
Heavenly places. 

I wish I had time for more, but 
I will read to you the 7th verse 
of the third chapter. “Return unto 
me, and I will return unto you, 
saith the Lord of hosts.’’ Will you 
return and come back and have 
God make you a blessing, first by 
accepting Christ as your personal 
Saviour ,and as a member of the 
body er Christ, coming back in 
confession and restored fellowship ? 

Let's bow our heads in prayer. 


Our Father, we thank Thee for 
this Word, wonderful portion 
of the Word. Tt is such a true pic- 
ture of the days in which we are 
now living, It is truly God-inspired, 

God-given and God-breathed. We 
pray that men and women every- 
where will be checked ‘up and give 
their heart to Christ ere it is too 
late. For we ask it in His name.

some other soul to Christ. A 
preacher never understands other 
parts of the Bible as well as that. 
portion of the bread of life which 
God has led him to break for 
others. The sweetest verses in my 
Bible are those used when I have 
preached with tears and power, and 
others have been blessed. It is a 
gospel of peace that you carry, 
and part of the soul winner’s pre- 
paration is the sweet enjoyment 
of the assurance of his own sal- 
vation. One who rejoices that his 
name is writteh in Héaven may get 
other names written there, too. 


This Part of the Christian's 


Armour a 


And now comes a surprising les- 
son, he soul-winner’s shoes are 
part of his armour, part of his de- 
fense against Satan. In this same 
passage, Ephesians 6, we read in 
verses 10-15: 

“Finally, my brethren, be strong 
in the Lord, and in the power of 
his might. 

“Put on the whole armour of 
‘God, that ye may be able to stand 
against the wiles of the devil. 


“For we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood; but against prin- 
cipalities, against powers, against 
the rulers of the darkness of this 
world, against spiritual wickedness 
in high places. 

“Wherefore take unto you. the 
whole armour of God, that ye may 
be able to withstand in the evil 
day, and having done all, to stand. 


“Stand therefore, having your 
loins girt about with truth, and 
having on the breastplate of right- 
eousness; 


“And your feet shod with the pre- 
paration of the gospel of peace.” 


Verse 15 simply tells how to be 
strong. in the Lore and in the pow- 
er of His might, as commanded in 
verse 10. It is part of the whole 
armour of God mentioned in verse 
11, and these shoes are to be put 
on “that ye may be able to stand 
against the wiles of the devil.’ 
Verse 12 tells us that we have a 
terrific battle on, not against flesh 
and blood, but against principali- 
ties, against powers, against the 
rulers of darkness, etc. Satan and 
all his evil spirits are around about 
the Christian. Therefore for his 
own safety, verse 15 tells us, the 
Christian must have his “feet shod 
with the preparation of the gospel 
of peace!’ 


In war and in footbalt we are 
told that. the “best defense is a 
good offense.” The Christian who 
retires from the field of battle, and 
lets souls go unhindered to Hell, 
is not safe from temptation; ra- 
ther he is in greater danger. The 
Christian whe really puts up a 
fight against Satan, and snatches 
men as brands from the burning, 
will find that all about him God 
has put a wall of protection. 


How many times I have been al- 
most defeated, discouraged, down- 
hearted, without a message to 
preach; but when I gave myself 
to personal soul-winning and had 
the joy of seeing some saved, what . 
joy, what close touch with God! 
How much easier it is to pray

-when you win souls! How much 


easier it is to resist temptation 
when your feet are shod with the 
preparation of the gospel of peace! 


The only safe place for a Chris- 
tian is in the line of duty and that 
is always in a path of soul winning. 
A young man called to preach 
said to me one day, “Brother Rice, 
if I do not preach I can’t even live 
like a Christian.” No doubt he was. 
telling me the truth. One who fol- 
lows the Spirit in soul winning can 
have the help of God in time of 
need. But if with a willful heart 
you pick your own path outside 
the will of God, you throw your- 
self open to a thousand evils, and 
make yourself a prey to Satan and 
his evil spirits. 


So, my brother, put the dhoes of 
the gospel on your feet and set 
out to win souls. peices your feet » 
to the blessed carrying 
Christ to sinners, and see that they
